The North-West campaign of 
1885 was a minor affair as cam- 
paigns go, but it has a significant 
importance in Canadian military 
history. 

With the exception of naval in- 
stallations at Halifax and Esqui- 
malt British forces had been 
withdrawn from Canada by 1871. 
The defence of the country now 
rested on the volunteer Militia. 

There was little public support 
for the Militia in 1871. Service 
was scoffed at by a large section 
of the community. However, 
thanks to the faith and persever- 
ance of the volunteers, the North- 
West Field 
and dispatched within 48 hours 
after the first alarm of the Duck 
Lake massacre had been received, 
The Militia were suddeny appre- 


ciated, their services wanted 
badly. 
FACTORS PROMPTING 
THE REBELLION 
Few Canadians knew the back- 


ground of the problem. In 1869 
the Canadian Government had 
been faced with a mild insurrec- 


tion among the Metis halfbreeds 
of the Northwest. The hastily- 
dispatched Red River Expedition 
arriving on the scene quickly put 
an end to the insurrection but the 
basic problems were unresolved 
the Metis leaders driven “under- 
ground,” 
THE METIS NATION 

In 1869 the Metis halfbreeds of 
the Northwest numbered some 
40,000. They were a people with- 
out nationality, Their roots yv.ere 
in Canada’s vast Prince Rupert 
Land, privately owned and ad- 
ministered by the Hudson's Bay 
Company. They were leaderless, 
illiterate and cursed by their 
mixed blood, Metis means liter- 
ally “mixed bood,”’ There were a 
few English and Scottish Metis 
but the French remained by far 
the most numerous and distinc- 
tive. 

While the fur trade flourished 
the Metis prospered, as hunters, 
trappers and voyageurs, Then, 
within a few years, the whole 
scene had changed, The fur trade 
collasped and the buffalo vanished. 
The Metis were forced to make 
the difficult adjustment from buf- 
falo hunting and trapping to 
farming. 

THE METIS SEEK 
RECOGNITION 

The Metis sought a leader to 
represent them, Louis Riel, a fiery 
24-year-old student graduate of 
Montreal College, and a_ gifted 
orator, was selected, Under Kiel 
the Metis set up a local govern- 
ment, the Metis Republic of Red 
River. A Bill of Rights sent to 
Ottawa with a moderate petition 
was found acceptable. The new 
territories of the northwest were 
to enter the Dominion as the

The alarmed Canadian govern- 
ment moved quickly, mobilizing 
two local battalions of Militia and | 


dispatching 350 British regulars 
of the 69th Regiment to Fort 
Garry. 


The Red River Expedition fol- 
lowed the old canoe route of La 
Verendrye and the early French 
explorers, taking ninety-six days 
of back-breaking toil to reach the 
troubled area, Riel bowed to this 
show of strength and fled to the 
U.S, with a few of his leaders, 
The rebellion was quashed, 


TO THE NORTHWEST 
The British Regulars were soon 
dispatched back to the east but 
the volunteers remained ostensi- 
bly to help police the troubled 
area, Their presence did not help 
the situation, Violence broke out. 
Raids and counter measures 
brought death to both sides. 
Along the Red River the Metis 
settlers continued to air their

visit every Metis settlement in 
Manitoba to organize a force to 
defend the settlements. The Feni- 
ans gave up the idea, 

For this action Riel was par- 
doned by Territory Governor 
Archibald and allowed to return to 
Canada, In 1873 he was elected 
to the Canadian Parliament by his 
constituents, despite the out-cries 
from powerful eastern interests 
that he be executed for his part 
in the ’69 Rebellion, in which two 
men had been killed. In 1874 he 
was again re-elected, boldly re- 
appearing in Ottawa where he 
signed the register of members 
and then vanished again. 

LOUIS RIEL—PATRIOT— 
TRAITOR OR VISIONARY ? 
Riel was a man of many parts, 

many contrasts. He was tempera- 
mental, erratic, excitable. On oc- 
casion he showed the flash of 
genius. He was a born leader but 
he had grown up in an atmos- 
phere of seething resentment and 
revolt, His hot temper inevitably 
led him into trouble, He brooded 
over Metis grievances incessant- 
ly, developing a persecution com- 
plex, He became violent at times. 
Friends had him committed to an 
asylum in Montreal, but in three 
months he had persuaded his doc- 
tors he was sane, He was re- 
leased. A few months later, in the 
U.S., he was giving impassioned 
talks on Metis wrongs. He was 
granted an interview with U.S. 
Fresident Ulysses S. Grant, but 
a maniacal outburst in which he 
became violently excited caused 
the President to have him ushered 
out. Shortly after this, friends 
had him readmitted to the Mont- 
real Asylum, where he spent the 
next two years. 

Following his release, Riel 
moved to the U.S., where he mar- 
ried and raised a family, He be- 
came a respected citizen in Mon- 
tana, and a school teacher in a 
Montana town, accepting Ameri- 
can citizenship in 1883, 
REVOLT IN SASKATCHEWAN 

Over the border, in Saskatche- 
wan, 2,000 Metis settlers had re- 
located on new farms and settle- 
ments along the south Saskatche- 
wan River. They sought to escape 
the persecutions following the 
69 troubles, but again unscrupu- 
lous land agents moved in, The 
Metis found themselves once more 
fighting for possession of their 
farms, This time they resolved to 
stay, to fight if need be, On 
neighboring Indian reservations 
restive bands claimed they had 
been cheated and exploited by the 
white man, They now threatened 
to join their half brothers in re- 
volt. Many of the bands faced 
death by starvation. Two power- 
ful Indian chiefs, Poundmaker and 


showing routes to northern Saskatchewan taken by Gen. Strange from Calgary, 


Big Bear insisted that the govern- 
ment provide rations for there 
was little game in the woods and 
the buffalo were by now extinct. 
For some reason the Indian de 
mands were ignored. The angry 
tribesmen were unable to feed 
their starving families and Metis 
leaders dispatched a message to 
Riel, urging him to return. | 
RIEL RETURNS TO CANADA 
Riel returned to Canada, arriv- 
ing at the Metis settlement of 
Batoche in July 
his influence calmed 
Indians and Metis. He urged 
peaceful measures. He drew up| 
another petition requesting equal 
rights for the Metis, 
that existing Indian 
promises be kept. 
The powerful English-speaking 
provinces of the east protested 
any further concessions to the 
Metis and their Indian allies, Ot- 
tawa stalled despite the urgent! 
pleas of the Governor for quick} 
sensible action. Riel, by now used 
to the vacillations of the govern- 
ment, realized the futility of this 
course and decided on more active 
measures. He abandoned reason. 
Blind anger once more caused 
madness to return to his tortured 
mind, 
Hot-headed,

Legal authorities were well estab- 
lished in Saskatchewan and the 
CPR was. nearing completion, 
The Rebellion was thus deprived 
of any real success from the out- 
set. It was now possible for the 
government to rush troops to the 
threatened area within a matte 
of days. It had taken over three 
months to move troops from Tor- 


onto to Fort Garry 15 years 
before, 

The first fighting of the Re- 
bellion took place near the 
abandoned settlement of Duck 


Creek, A party of 56 RCMP con- 
stables and 43 volunteers moving 
to the settlement hoped to pre- 
vent Riel from securing ammuni-} 
tion and provisions, They were 
ambushed by the Metis and their 
Indian allies.

HMCS SAGUENAY, the first warship custom-built for the Royal Canadian Navy, enters the Port 
of Willemstad, Curacao, in 19 Commissioned in 1931, the 1820-ton destroyer provided valuable 
training during the pre-war years. In 1937 she and her sister ship, HMCS Skeena, represented Can- 
ada at the Coronation of King George VI and at the Spithead Naval Review. The Saguenay escorted 
the first Britain-bound convoy out of Halifax in 1939 and served until 1942 on the North Atlantic 
convoy lanes, in the Caribbean, Western Atlaniic and United Kingdom waters, She rescued surviv- 
ors from a tor pedoed merchant ship, survived a torpedoing that blasted off her stem, a North At- 
lantic storm that put her out of action for three months and a collision that sheared off her stern. 
In November, 1942, she became a training ship for new-entry seamen, The Saguenay was paid off 
at the end of the war and sold for scrap in 1946, Her name is held today by an anti-submarine de- 
strover escort serving in the Pacific Command, National Defence photo.

His message may have permeated even into the 


bureau of the budget for Mr. Fleming, finance ministe t) 
added no new taxes to our already heavy burden and 
promised to show a small surplus for the fiscal year. 

We have not been living within our means ,collec- 
tively or individually, we would say, for many years. 
We have been living high off the hog, enjoying a stand- 
ard of living most countries of the world would envy; an 
affiuence we may not have earned but which has been 
presented us on a platter by successive governments at 
Ottawa which have been more intent on keeping the 
economy buoyant than in reminding us of Mr. Micaw- 
ber’s rule of thrift. 

Why save, when high tax rates are set to siphon 
your money into government coffers that spew it out to 
the thriftless; thereby cheapening the dollar and making 
it worth less over the long haul? 

So we spend this cheap dollar, even before we earn 
it. We know an unaccustomed affluence in which debt 
holds no sting. The government can be relied upon to 
keep the economy rolling and our individual worry is 
centred on getting what each of us considers his fair 
share of the easy money. 

The hard facts of history tell us a day of reckoning 
must come. We grow soft, individually and as a nation, 
as our hard money becomes easy. The standards of hon- 
esty, morality, responsibility, our forefathers lived by, 
are lowered in the drive to raise each our individual 
standard of living. 

We are the haves, in a world of have-nots who have 
never been so aware of what they are missing in the 
niceties, the conveniences, of today’s machine age. Even 
from darkest Africa come unmistakable indications that 
those who have not are on the march for a better deal in 
things material. 

We should be de-emphasizing the dollar in ou 
every-day dealings if we hope to selfishly stop the have- 
nots from demanding their share of the good things of 
life the dollar buys. A student of history might point ou 
that through the centuries those who have, have inevit 
ably fallen prey to the hungry have-nots.
